Dam Inspected 


by Valley Men 


The officers and directors of the 


associated chambers of commerce of 
the San Gabriel valley, .members of 
the board of supervisors of Los Ang- 
eles county, presidents and secretar- 
ies of the local chambers of 'com- 
merce and some half dozen news- 
paper men composed a party of forty 
who made a tour of inspection of the 
Puddingstone dam, on Wednesday. 


The party was met at the sito of 


the dam, two miles south-east of 
San Dimas, by Contractor H. W. 
Rohl of San Francisco and his local 
superintendent, Ben F. Wells, and 
taken over the entire project. The 
dam is rising at a rate of twenty 
inches a day, five thousand cubic 
yards of dirt being placed in the 
great fill every sixteen hours of two 
shifts. 


The dam when completed will be 


140 feet in height, of which forty 
feet is yet to build, which the con- 
tractor expects to complete within 
the next sixty days. The,main struc- 
ture is supplemented by two smaller 
dams that close outlets that would 
discharge water from the reservoir 
after the water begins to rise into 
the surrounding hills. These dams 
will be thirty and forty feet high, 
respectively. The reservoir will hold 
twenty thousand acre feet of water. 


Following the inspection of the 


work, a sumptuous lunch was served 
to the visitors in the mess hall of 
the camp. During the course of this 
repast, President Bob Williams of 
the associated chambers introduced 
Contractor Rohl, Superintendent Ben 
F. Wells and Sam M. Fisher, chief 
designing engineer of the Los Ang- 
eles flood 'control district. Supervisor 
Graves, chairman of the flood control 
committee, then spoke, giving an 
interesting account of the construc- 
tion of the dam, which he stated 
would be completed by December 
15th, in readiness to conserve the 
rains of the coming winter. Super-

This work is declared to be one i 


of the most interesting from an en- 
gineering standpoint of any of the 
flood control projects. 
The San Di- 


mas canyon dam. completed in .Till!.0, 
functions to ;irrest the peak flow of 
floods, and when it is necessary to 
release water from it in order to 
prepare 
for storms to come, the 


water is held in the diversion dam, 
to be diverted into the new channel 
for a distance of three miles across 
the valley between San Dimas and 
La Verne, and thence into the Pud- 
dingstone reservoir, where it is con- 
served on the surface for irrigation 
use in -the lower San Dimas and 
Covina territories. 
Underlying the 


San Dimas canyon wash, ns it flows 
in a southwesterly direction, is a 
layer of clay formation, from twelve 
to thirty and forty feet beneath the 
gravel and detritus, making it im- 
practicable to use the regular chan- 
nel for spreading and percolation. 
The water from the San Dimas dam 
flows over this clay bed and escapes 
to the lower valley, therefore, the 
new channel diverting the excess 
water to the Pxiddingstone has been 
found the most desirable method of 
conserving the water and preventing 
floods in the Covina and Baldwin 
Park districts. 
The diversion dam 


is Vicing built by A. O. Nelson of 
Pasadena, to cost $87,700. It is to 
contain 70,000 cubic yards of dirt 
.and 04,000 square feet of concrete 
facing. 
The diverting channel con- 


meeting the two dams, also well 
along in construction, is fourteen 
feet wide inside, eleven feet deep, 
three miles in length, and will carry 
H.500 second feet of water.

boom while it lasted, and East San Gabriel was one of the 
places where the excitement was at. its highest point. Now, 
forty years afterward, the town is experiencing a real 
boom, the kind that is substantial. A clean, modern city 
is being built in this beautiful spot. The town is directly 
in the path of progress. 
Nothing can prevent its becom- 


ing one of the fine and thriving communities of the famed 
San Gabriel vallev. 


Puente Improvement— 


A thirty-foot ribbon of heavy cone-vote is to he laid 


between Bassett and Puente, the first .segment in a plan to 
eventually rebuild the entire length of Pomona boulevard 
from El Monte to Pomona. Contractors began work last 
week. 


This is one of the most congested highways on the 


east side of the coiuity, and is one that was built in the 
county's first "good mads" bond issue. Like all the early 
macadam roads it has been a tremendous expense in main- 
tenance, and has been rebuilt piecemeal a half dozen times. 
It will be a splendid piece of improvement when it is com- 
pleted. 


The new cut-off highway on the Pomona boulevard 


at the entrance to the city of Pomona is a splendid piece 
of work. Tt eliminates the grade crossing dangers of that 
point. Progressive Pomona citizens fought for this im- 
provement for years, and they are now amply rewarded 
for that long fight. 


A Nearby Beauty Spot— 


Freshness of woods nourished by a sparkling stream 


which drops for many feet at several points, is part of the 
undeniable appeal of San Dimas canyon, according to 
touring representatives of the Automobile Club of Southern 


, 
California, who recently checked road conditions in the 
canyon. 


Winding its cool, shady Avay into the Sierra Madre 


range, this unique canyon road flanks the silver stream, 
crossing through the water at numerous places. Graceful 
cottonwoods and many other varieties of trees, mountain 
brush and fern fill the narrow valley of the brook and road. 


Three beautiful waterfalls enhance the scenic charm 


of the head of the east fork of the canyon. One of these, 
Wolfskill falls, just a few steps above the end of the road, 
is more than a hundred feet high and bounds from the 
.sheer cliff in a white spray the year around. Resort pleas- 
ures such as dancing and hiking are afforded by a clean, 
comfortable camp in the shade of the trees near the falls. 
Many attractions for lovers of the trail, such as an old 
gold mine, an abandoned log cabin once used by prospec- 
tors, and high points offering marvelous views,'are avail- 
able there. 
San Dimas canyon affords many pleasant 


places for picnics and campers who invade it along the 
motoring trail. 


Automobiles may lie driven up both tlie west fork, 


whi.-h has tin- longest road, and the east fork, when the 
road leads to the easterly of the two branches, this is Wolf- 
skill canyon and the location of the attractive fall. 


A giiod level surface is found on the road up San Di- 


mas canyon, advises the auto club touring bureau, and 
though it is rather narrow, there are plenty of turn-outs 
for automobiles to pass each other. Careful driving, sound- 
ing the horn on approaching all turns and using second 
gear in descending tin- few of short, somewhat steep grades, 
are advisable practices to follow in San Dimas canyon.— 
San Dimas Press.

Tunis, North Africa. 


This is our third week in Africa, 


:iml it has been a most wonderful 
three weeks. Everything so foreign 
and so vastly more interesting than 
we anticipated. Though we were re- 
luctant to leave Algiers, we found 
many more interesting things at Con- 
stantino and Bishra. We left Algiers 
by rail for Constantine, a long all- 
day's ride over the Tell Atlas moun- 
tains and rose from sea level to over 
5000 feet over a wonderful railroad 
built by France. Stone bridges, long 
tunnels and splendid trains. In the 
same compartment on the train were 
some French people, very courteous 
and eager to tell us about the coun- 
t ry.

They .make such fine shade ii 
all the stations along the railroa 
ami also alongside the paved roads 
In the canyons we pass in the moun 
tains theie are great banks of wil 
oleanders (the pink kind) and the) 
are in full bloom now and very fra 
grant. We have seen them all th 
way across northern Africa. 


From Tunis we had to take a trai. 


at 5 a.m. for Bishra. Greatly to ou 
surprise, at 10:30 we were infonne 
the train did not go on ally furthe 
until 5:30 p.m. — and at a small sta 
tion out on a hot desert! We woi 
dered what we could do with seve 
hours. A line-looking Arab came u 
and asked us in French if we woul 
like to come over to his hotel nearb 
und have lunch. Of course we jump- 
ed at the chance, and such a fine 
lunch it wad, regular French cook- 
ing, 
and oh, so good! The price1? 


Forty cents each for the live of us. 
Mr. and Mrs. Managan, our Rotary 
friends, are still with us and enjoy- 
ing the trip as much as we are. Af- 
ter lunch our new Arab friend ask- 


few francs at leaving he asked if 
e' would .like to try some; Ar&b 
offee at his home. We told him we 
vould be delighted to do so and he 
iromptly locked up the museum and 
re all jumped into an auto and rode 
ut to his house in the Arab village 
bout one-half mile from the old 
uins. Here he commenced giving a 
ot of orders in the gutteral Arabian 
anguage and the servants got out 
ill the coffee cups and washed each 
ne twice in our presence. His house 
'aced the principal street of the 
village and soon the> courtyard and 
doorways were filled with Arabs as 
anxious to see Americans as we were 
o sec them. The coffee was made in 
a thick, sweet syrup without cream, 
•uid very strong, but oh, so much 
:-etter than French coffee we all en- 
joyed it immensely. Afterward he 
91-ought in two of hia neighbor girls 
who did a native dance in wonderful 
Arabian costume. The music was 
provided by a flute player and two 
neu beating on native drums made of 
skins stretched over a hoop. The 
;irls were very solemn and sedate in 
their dance and very modest, never 
once making any suggestive ivove 
ments. 


Before returning to our railroai 


station at fiatnu we had one mon 
look at the ruins of old Timgad anc 
tried to picture to ourselves tin. 
scenes of this grand old city when 
it was in its prime. 
About one 


square mile of the territory has beei 
excavated so far and they are stil 
at work uncovering it. Our guide in 
formed us it was destroyed first bj 
an earthquake and then by a vol 
cano. Our way back to Batna tool 
us past two or three other buried ci 
ties which have not yet been uncov 
ered, and north Africa still offers c 
fertile field for the archeologica 
students. 


We bade our Arab friend goodby 


with as white linen and complete 
crvice as in. any ttotel, and all out- 
toors in (fie narrow street not over 
fteen feet wide! There were no flies 
and every table was filled with 
juests before we had finished our 


I inner. Electric lights on the sides 


the hotel made it very bright and 


cheery. At night we moved our beds 
out in the court yard of the hotel 


ml admired the bright new moon, 


and starry sky and tall date palms 
'or a background. Surely a wonder- 
*ul setting for a picturesque spot on 
he edge of the great Sahara! We 
lould only wonder what those high 
?acks might contain which were on 
the backs of 'the camels—rugs of 
oriental weave, or leather art goods 
or embroidered shawls such as we 
aw in all the bazaars, or were they 
only high sacks of wool from the 
big herds of goats we see every- 
where? One has a license to let his 
fancy run roit in such ti queer land 
and to always have in mind that 
now we are the foreigners. 


After a long all-day train ride of 


fourteen hours we cross the Atlas 
mountains again and drop over the. 
northern slope of same into Tunis, 
the second city in size of northern 
Africa, having a population of some 
(500,000 people. In one compartment 
on the train were two fine Scotch 
girls taking their summer vacation 
down here, and who could tell us 
much about the resources and history 
of Tunisia. They went greatly inter- 
ested in our prohibition situation in 
U. S. A. 'and asked many ,very 
strange questions about same. They 
said I was the first American they 
had ever met who was in favor of 
our prohibition. So then I intro- 
duced them to my Rotarian friend 
Managan, who was more enthusiastic 
about temperance'than I, anu they 
both said they hoped it would come 
to Great Britain, too. We thought
